Report of School Board 


The School Board presents its annuat report in full confi- 
dence that the conduct of school affairs during the past year will 
meet the approval of all intelligent citizens of Acworth. In 
general the teachers have been faithful and ethcient. In one or 
two instances, where the work has been unsatisfactory, we have 
deemed it wise to endure the ills we had, rather than fly too 
suddenly to others we knew not of. But all such cases were 
remedied as speedily as good judgment permitted. Your School 
Board never loses sight of the fact that the character and culture 
of the teacher takes precedence over all other matters in the life . 
of a school. Second to that, but by a long interval, comes care 
of schoolhouses, equipment, conveniences, etc. In these matters 
the School Board expends the money intrusted to it for this 
purpose with all possible care and economy. The most neces- 
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sary and essential things are attended to first; the less essential 
as rapidly and fully as means permit. Much more money could 
be spent on the school buildings and accessories, if we had it, 
much to their improvement. Pressure from various quarters 
has come upon the School Board to induce or compel it to make 
improvements and provide equipment costing in excess of the 
appropriations made by the district for such purposes, and the 
law of the state cited to show that the district would be obliged 
to pay these additional bills. The School Board has resisted 
such pressure, and kept within appropriations. When it is 
considered that taxable property is voted at its full value, possi- 
bly in many cases beyond what it would bring in the market, 
and the rate of taxation more than 20% higher than in the citv 
of Boston, the reasonableness of this course would seem to be 
plain toanyone. Moreover, the school houses of Acworth have 
never been more comfortabie or sanitary, nor surroundings more 
conducive to morality, than at the present time. This is not to 
say that we would not gladly equip our schools in every particu- 
lar up to the standards of wealthy and populous districts, for we 
would, but it is saying that we are making conditions as favor- 
able and healthful and wholesome as limited means permit. 
We affirm, also, that in years gone by these schools of Acworth, 
with far inferior equipment to that of the present day, have edu- 
cated and sent out to the world as high-minded, finely-cultivated 
men and women as are to be found anywhere. They are teach- 
ers in the best schools of great cities, professional men and 
women, business men, the very flower of American citizenship. 
And we attirm, also, that so far as material conditions are con- 
cerned, these schools are in better condition today than ever in 
the past. 
: Nor is the School Board greatly moved by the tremendous 
pressure for state-wide supervision.. Sometimes a Superintend- 
ent isa help in country schools and sometimes not. It is no 
uncommon thing for incompetent and immoral politicians, 
wholly unfit for teachers, to be set over competent teachers, with 
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unfortunate consequences. If such persons should be appointed 
by state officials, and towns be unable to dismiss them, or to do 
it with difficulty, it would inevitably create a condition of things 
quite distressing. Moreover, the added expense would bea 
serious item. No one need be deceived by the statement that 
the State would largely pay the bill. We are the State, and we 
pay the State bills,—we citizens of Acworth and other towns. 
It is the aim of your School Board to employ teachers capable 
of conducting district schools. When we find we have one not 
competent, he or she is dropped at the earliest possible moment. 
Let us never forget that the teacher ts the school. All other 
matters pertaining to school life are secondary. 

The money appropriated for repairs has been mainly ex- 
pended in shingling and out houses. During the past five years 
all school houses in use have been shingled except that of Grout 
Hill and one side of South Acworth school. The School Board 
shingled this past year the houses at East Acworth, Derry Hill, 
and one side of that at South Acworth. The good people in the 
County school district united and purchased shingles and put 
them on, all at their own expense. This act was exceedingly 
gratifying to the School Board, and deserves the appreciative 
thanks of the entire township. It is a little revival of the old 
Spirit out of which grew the fine culture and citizenship men- 
tioned above. The more the affairs of our schools are removed 
from the immediate inhabitants, and lodged in high paid officials 
at a distance, the less interest the people have in them, and the 
less satisfactory the results. It is still true that the ‘‘cure for the 
ills of democracy is more democracy,” but not monarchy. 

For the coming year we have three out houses to put in 
order, that we may meet the demands of State officials, that at 
Grout Hill, that at the County school and that at Derry Hill. 
For this we need not less than $100.00 Minor repairs are need- 
ed in all the houses, and we wish to begin painting the schools 
and out houses. All need paint. We will do as much of this 


the coming year as your appropriation will permit, 
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The Center School has been taught by Harry Chadbourne 
since the beginning of the fall term, Miss Todd, who taught 
with so much satisfaction the preceding year, not wishing to 
return. It is the wish of the School Board to employ home 
talent so far as it is able to find competent teachers. Mr. Chad- 
bourne has given good satisfaction, and the Board is glad to 
have him continue the spring term. 

Miss Alice Lewis came back to South Acworth in Septem- 
ber, much to the satisfaction of the patrons of that school. Miss 
Lewis is one of the best teachers we have had in recent years. 
She now leaves us fora more lucrative position. We greatly 
regret her departure. Another teacher will be found for the 
spring term. The attendance towards the close of the term 
diminished greatly because of sickness. | 

The Derry Hill school has been taught the entire year by 
Miss Maude Moody, with the same efficiency as during the pre- 
ceding three years. 

The County school has been under the care of Mrs, Abbie 
H{. Gowen, as for several years past. She now retires from 
teaching. She has done excellent service in that district, and 
her withdrawal is much regretted. 

The North school was given to Miss Patten for the fall term. 
After Thanksgiving Miss Bessie Reed took the school, and has 
given excellent satisfaction. She is expected to continue on in 
the spring term. 

The East Acworth school since the begianing of the fall 
term has been in care of Miss Lula Pitkin, who graduated last 
spring trom Colby Academy. She has proved an excellent 
teacher, and given that neighborhood excellent satisfaction. She 
will finish the year in the spring term. Her purpose is to enter 
college in the fall. Miss Pitkin is a fine product of our Acworth 
schools, and we expect good things of her in years to come. 

The Tracy school suffered greatly froin the loss of Mrs. 
Putnam. ' We secured Miss Esther Lewis, a young lady of fine 
character and ability, to take up that work. The number of 
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pupils dropped down to four or five, and proved somewhat dis- 
couraging. Weare hoping that district will revive again, to 
some extent at least, the coming year. 

At Grout Hill Miss Grace Bamford has been doing ex- 
cellent work. The school was interrupted for a while by an 
epidemic of measles, as was also the case at East Acworth. 
We are glad to report the improvement in that district, and the 
general satisfaction of the patrons of the school, as conducted 
by Miss Bamford. 

The School Board earnestly invites the co-operation of all 
good citizens of Acworth in the maintenance and improvement 
of our school life. There is much reason for satisfaction in its 
present condition, but we aim for continuous advancement : 
schools as perfect as the best teachers and most sanitary environ- 
ment attainable will enable us to secure. Our aim is always 
the training of our children into intelligent, patriotic, good 
citizenship.

At a ineeting of the board of trustees held March 25, 1916, 
it was agreed that the South Acworth Branch library be sup- 
plied with books, as hitherto, provided the people there met all 
expense of transportation. and librarian. This they have done 
throughout the vear. This service has proved satisfactory. 
Mrs. Livingstone was reappointed Librarian. 

On June 3 Mr. Mitchell, being about to remove from the 
state, resigned from the board. Dr. Charles Woodbury was 
appointed to fill the vacancy till the next election. Dr. Wood- 
bury accepted the position, and has proved to be an interested 
and valuable member of the board of trustees. 

At a meeting of the board held September 30, at the home 
of Mr. Morrison, it was decided to place $5,000.00 of insurance 
on the property, $3,000 00 onthe building and $2,000.00 on 
books and furnishings. It was represented to the trustees that 
our state laws hold library officials divided in duty who fail to 
keep the property insured. It had also been discovered that the 
furnace was defective and unsafe. This cuts the library appro- 
priation short for the year, but itis hoped that the act will be 
approved by all public spirited citizens. The insurance is for 
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one year only. It cannot again be paid out of the $100 00 ap- 
propriation for running expenses, and the trustees ask for a 
sufficient amount additional wherewith to renew the insurance 
upon its expiration in October. 


Repairs have been made on the chimney, roof and furnace. 
These are now in good condition, but one corner of the building 
has been damaged by water and frost up beneath the roof, due 
to defective construction. The sooner it is repaired, the less 
will be the expense, andthe better for the building. It will 
now require a considerable sum to repair it and make secure for 
the future. It is hoped that this work can be done upon the 
opening of spring. 

The reports of the librarian and treasurer are herewith 
subjoined.

The interest shown in our Library since the last report has 
been good. 


The Trustees purchased ten volumes of Harper’s Encyclo- 
pedia of United States History, and sixteen books which ar- 
rived just one week too late to report last year. 


This year they have repaired the furnace, which isa great 
comfort to us each Saturday ; also the roof, and placed insurance 
on the building and contents. This, of course, reduced their 
finances, but the good it has done already is appreciated.
